A. The prior art filed September 25, 2006 has been entered into the file. The prior art does not anticipate the claimed 
inventions as well as the prior art does not suggest or motivate one of ordinary skilled in the art to prepare a toluene containing 
epothilone B clathrate which has the advantages as recited: 

Crystallization from toluene/ethyl acetate solvent mixtures (e.g., 1 : 1 mixture) results in preferential incorporation of toluene in the 
clathrate channels (i.e., obtain form epoB-TO.beta., not epoB-EA.beta.). Both hydrogen-bond donors of the epothilone (hydroxyis) are 
involved in interepothilone hydrogen bonds and are not available to bind to, and constrain, the guest solvents. The HPLC purity was 
99.77 area % (excluding toluene area %). Residual solvents in the cake were 1 5.3% w/w toluene and 0.3% w/w EtOAc. The mother 
liquor and wash contained only 0.5% of the epothilone B input activity.

C. The amendments to the claims filed September 1 8. 2006 have been approved.
